last February to test the site's 
suitability for reintroduction of

cates that we can condition 
these captive-rears cats to sur- 
vive and barred in the wild," 


said. 

"The kitten's mother, cougar T- 
39, was captured in the wild in 
Texas last year and brought to 
Florida for this experiment. 

Since the cougars were 
released. into the wild, 
researchers have been tracking 
the animals' movements and 
behavior, by monitoring signals 
transmitted by the cats' radio 


Florida panthers. Seven of the. collars. 


animals have been wild-cap- 
tured in Texas for the experi- 
mental releases in north Flori- 
da, while three of them were 
reared in captivity for this 
study. Also, scientists are using 
the experimental animals to 
develop necessary techniques 
that involve captive rearing 
and conditioning of cats. 

Although the preserice of kit- 
tens was unplanned for this 
phase of the subject, scientists 
will seize the opportunity it 
presonts for evaluating the 
ability of Florida panthers to 
raise young in these north 
Florida habitats. 

‘Tom Logan, head of Wildlife 
research for the Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission, 
said scientist are particularly 
excited to learn that the kitten 
was sired by male cougar T-33. 
That cougar had been raised in 
captivity at White Oak Planta- 
tion-- an endangered species 
breeding facility owned by Gli- 
man Paper Co.
